Orders have been received at "Orient to hasten 
the completion of the iron-cased frigates He- 
roine, of forty guns, and Serveillance, of thir- 
ty-eight. The iron-cased frigate Solferine, of 
forty-two guns, will, it is sald, be shortly 
lapncbed. As soon as the Solferino is off the 
stocks an iron-cased frigate, carrying an 
equal number of guns, and to be called 
the Prince Imperial, is is to be commenced, 
together with two floating batteries. 

Ia England, the Admiralty have accepted 
the tender of Mersrs. Samude Brothers for 
the constructiothef the Captain Coles vessel. 
She is to be 280 feet long, nearly 2,600 tons, 
will draw about twenty feet, will have engines 
of 560 horse power, and will, according to the 
present arrangement, bave six cupolas, cach 
anaed with two 100 pounder Armstrong 
guns Besides this formidable vesse! the ful- 
lowing Other artaor-plated vessels are rapidly 
approaching completion: The Achilles, of 50 
guna, the Royal Oak, of 50; the Bulwark, 91, 
the Belvidere, 50; the Black Prince, 3; the 
Chetapeake, 5); the Resistance, 18, Orders 
had aleo been forwarded to Portsmouth dock» 
yard, frow the Admirsity, to suspend all fur 
ther work on sats for ships of the line.
